Nations, Hiey.tnade It on a 
basis of minimum demands In the 
beginning, so there Is no room for 
-co m prom Iso. — A— conference— could, 
only emphasize, not' diminish,' the 
cleavage. Slssrmiuiient lies within 
the realm of hard facts.
